1’h** Unit*- I Spites geologi­ 
cal survey finds that in nearly every 
well of that kind 
ihe 
blowing 
and 
sucking occur alternate!)*; that is. at 
certain times the current is outward. 
and at intervening periods inward. The 
phenomena are caused by differences 
in atmospheric or barometric pressure. 
The necessary conditions seem t*> b< 
a porous stratum of soil, such as sand­ 
stone, gravel or porous limestone, only 
partly saturated with water, and over­ 
laid l*y some impervious substance nob 
as shale or clay. 
Se long as tin* a t­ 
mospheric pressure is high, the ail* is 
driven into the well, where it collects 
in the upper part of the porous stra­ 
tum above the water level. 
When the 
pressure drops, the air flows out with 
considerable force, and in so doing pro­ 
duces what is known as “blowing.” 
The blowing 
usually occurs 
during 
storm periods or when the wind is in 
a certain direction or during certain 
periods of the day.

marsh gas or oil or rock gas may cause 
a similar blowing effect.
